12 Killed in 
Fiery Train 
Crash in Britain 


33 Injured arc 
Pulled from 
Burning Wreckage 


LONDON lf— A co m m u te r train 
loader! with Friday night fun seek­ 
ers plowed into the re ar of a halt­ 
ed freight train early today, kill­ 
ing 12 per ons in a “ hell” of fire 
and blazing electricity. 
At least 33 injured persons were 
pulled from the burning heap of 
w rec kage at tiny Barnes Station lo 
miles southwest of London 
The freight train had stopped for 
a signal just outside the -tation 
The four coach electric c o m m u ter 
train, carr ying about 150 persons 
from a night on the town in Lon 
don, sm ashed into the freight and 
turned on IG side 
Flam es and blue flashes of clee 
tricity shot IOO feet into the air 
Police believed all the b o d i e s had 
been ’(-covered. 
They sa i d all the 
dead had either burned to death or 
been electrocuted 
t rie- of agony from tr apped pas 
sedgers could be heard above the 
roaring of Hie flame- 
Si/zling Electricity 
Police Constable Tho mas Oliver 
said he had to “ hack my way into 
hell 
to get to th e victims. “ There 
was electricity sizzling all around 
u- and gre at blue flames shooting 
up the line in all directions " 
A guard on the freight train was 
among the dead 
Police said most 
of the other casualties were in the 
first car of the c o m m u te r train 
which caught fire immediately 
Alfred Lester was a pass enger 
in one of tin* back coaches. 
After 
the crash, he said, "the electricity 
seemed to be flashing all around 
us 
I could hear people screaming 
and the next thing I re m e m b e r was 
somebody dragging open the do*,r 
above us and hauling us out of the 
compurtrnent ” 
Short circuiting 
of 
the electric 
tr a ck s which provided power for 
the trains was believed to have 
caused the fire. which licked at the 
supports of a highway bridge o v e r­ 
hea d
